SINISA KOSUTIC continued as Consul at Togoslav Consulate General, San 
Francisco, in April and May 195b* At the begiming of April, he was in 
Los Angeles, California, working on an inheritance natter. He continued 
his interest in all phases of estate natters, KOSUTIC contacted by KDCOLA 
MUJDIC of the Yugoslav 3«bassy Staff, Washington, D.C*, concerning the 
foreign policy of Yugoslavia as opposed to that of Italy, and in other 
Minor intelligence matters* KOSUTIC^ wife, MAGDA, received into the 
*SW*in meeting in late 1953* KOSUTIC Maintained limited contact with 
Serbs, especially with Rev or and HXRKO VUISICH and QBCRQK KCYACK7IC of the 
St* Sava Serbian Orthodox Church in Los Angelas* 



DETAILS s 

The information in this report was supplied by San Francisco T-l, 
San Francisco T-2, San Francisco T-3, San Francisco T-b, San Francisco T-5, 
and San Francisco T -6, all of known reliability. 
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SIKISA KOSUTIC continued as Consul at the Jugoslav Consulate 
General, San Francisco, during April and Jhy 195U. His residence remained 
290 tfegellan Avenue, San Francisco. Although it was Indicated previously 
that he could expect a transfer hoe* .aad his superior Consul 0 an oral -JAFp 
^VANCEVIC was ordered back to Belgrade, no information as to a transfer 
Yor KOSUTIC was received. SF T-fc advised that KOSUTIC reputed to an 
unknown person, but believed possibly identical with IUKO LA\fo NQIC of the 
Jugoslav Embassy in Washington, D.C., concerning a meeting of an organisation 
listed as^SKJ^tpossibly representing Syndicate Communist of Jugoslavia), which 
vas held in San Francisco on October 20, 1953* This meeting consisted of 
two parts | a reading and discussion of the letter from the C mitral Committee 
of SKJ from its second plenary meeting of June 1953 and the second part, the 
admission of H. (KliDA) KOSUTIC into the SKJ in accordance with established 
procedure*. 

Under the first part, KOSUTIC noted himself as saying that the 
letter from the Central Committee came at this particular time ... 
because of the changes which had occurred and still were going on in 
Jugoslavia in connection with the reorganisation of the Government and 
the ec o o o aqr of the country, ohaitgee which came as a result of the break 
In relations with the USSR vh5 ch inturn found many Conamlsteunprepared 
as to their further notion* KOSUTIC stated that the break with Moscow 
disorganised the Cowmniatein Yugoslavia who became less active beoause 
of the confusion* Different onend.ee in the country allegedly took 
advantage of this state of affairs to threat in their own ideas which 
worked to invalidate the advancements of the Yugoslav revolution withvthe 
result that the ideas of these enemies were interjected into the Jugoslav 
situation. KOSUTIC concluded his remarks by saying that it was necessary 
to work harder to overcome, their ehorko$winga % , 

Concerning the admission of MIS, 'KOSUTIC into the SKJ, It appeared 
that she was proposed by Vice Consul Mr nTVLtT^VT TfftflVTC who stated that she 
had asked to be accepted in the group and he Recommended her beoause of 
her faithfulness; honesty, and willingness to work for the"party"and country. 
Ht$. KOSUTIC siJLtd that she would do everything in her power both mentally 
and physically. 

NIKOLA WUIPIC of the Jugoslav Shbasey, Washington, D.C., has 
in the past been described as the leader of the UDBaa&mong the Yugoslav 
officials in the United States. On June 5, 1953 he told KOSUTIC that 
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Consul General RAFO I7ANC3VIC was mentioned In a 3 pooch 
given in early Nay 195U before the Comon Vfealth Group of San Francisoo 
a VILLI*'.* SMTH of the Threads 11 or Corporation* address unknown, 
wherein RAFO IV<\MCS7IC was labeled a "spy 11 , end TITO, a "Trojan horse* 
in the Westerri Division branch. Ho plausible specific information as 
to why WILUAIfViUTH considered RAFO IVANCEVIC a spy was given in the 
speech as printed in the written club^ulletin. RAFO IVi-.-sOSTtC advised 
a reporter of the San Francisco Chronicle that the renarks of ’ILHAM SJ4ITH 
were "all lies", (T-2, 5A/5U) 

KOSOTIC told iA^IDIC that he had sent in the material on this 
aff&irppointing out that the sane speech had been made in New York and 
in Los Angeles by the sane man, KiNDIC called VJILUAK SMITH a "well known 
spy" but did not elaborate, MANDIfl instructed the San Franoisco Consulate 
to ask for additional time before the group to state its position, (T-2, 5A3/5M 

Ho further action wae reported ac to this item. One of KOSOTIC *5 
a on tacts continued to be RJSTQ^fFRlW) of the Sunnyvale Area, On April 10, 

19«3* RISTO SFREK) cane to the Consulate and after visiting KOSOTIC decided 
to go "do some work" in the area of RISTO SPR3MD»s home, on April 11, 1951** 

It was indicated that MR, & MRS, "ISTO SPRSM3 would probably 
serve dimer for KOSOTIC and his family afterwards. Although the nature \ 
of this work was not indicated, it apoearod that RISTO 5?R32X> would accompany 
KOSOTIC in whatever he had to do, (T-2, U/L0/5U) 

On April 6, 1951* TANS" SpRSMO, broth er^ocf the above, came to 
the Consulate to report that the (Reverent^ J5R0NWUKSICH had been barred 
from the Russian Orthodox Church at 14*3 Divieiderd* Street, San Francisco, 

(X-2 U/6/5h)Revereod J3F.0M5 VUKSICH was formerly a Serbian Orthodox 
priest in San Francisco who h&i been removed from hie position. He 
was noted as being in contact with K06UTIC on earlier occasions. 

It is to be noted that the St, Nicholas Russian Orthodox Church 
ie located at 14*3 Divisidero Street, San Francisco, 

SF T-5 advised in 1953 that the St, Nicholas Church was under 
the Jurisdiction of the Russian Orthodox Church of Moscow and most of 
its members were Soviet sympathisers. 
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SF T-l reported on April 9, 195b concerning a conversation 
between KOFUTIC and the Reverend D0£H r?VTCH of the 'Serbian 

Orthodox Church in San Fraucisco, >ihich conversation took place on 
October 28, 1952. Although this Conversati cooccurred some time a^o it 
la being eat forth below as follows * 



The Reverend D^SIT^ OIRAOOVICH reported to K^SUTIC that 
there had bean only about 2,000 Serbs present at the Orthodox Church 
festival in Los Angeles and this was considered a poor turnout, inasmuch 
as there ware over 5,000 Serbs residing in Southern California, He further 
told KOSUTIC that £31,000 t/as collected on that day and he (Rev. OOSIT^I 
OFR/JX>VICH) had met with Archbishop DIO’JISIJ^ who in turn visited with 
Reverend TOKSICU in San Francisco on his way back Fast. According 

to DOSITSE OBRADOVICR, the Archbishop asked him to do work along these 
lines in San Francisco, guarding the unity of the Church and not per- 
mitting the newly arrived elements (possibly referring to the Chetnika) 
to interfere with the internal affairs of the Church. According to frASITST 
V'RA.DOVICH, the Reverend KTKOLAJ had been first invited to conduct the church 
aerrices bat the Archbishop opposed this move, indicating that only he or hie 
representative would consecrate the ground upon which the new church was to 
be erected. However, the Archbishop did invite Reverend /IIKOLAJ as his 
guest to be present at the conesoration and he then permitted him to 
conduct the service, 0TSIT5I ' ER/DQFICH also reported that the forner 
Ambassador of Yugoslavia, KO.ir T-l was present at the af£ai£ 
but it appeared to the Reverend that he had begun to lose his position 
among the Serbs. According to KOSUTIC, OOSITRI OERkOOVICH was well 
informed on the situation in the Serbian National Defense and he pointed 
out that at San Francisco they had e follower by the name of DRASKOVIC 
who was trying to become a leader with the Serb colony. 

D0SIT3T ^BRADCVICH also reported that Archbishop JIOHISIJK 
was present at a dinner in Los Angelee, which was given at the home of a 
wealthy unnamed Serb and the Archbishop criticised the Serb position 
In the Artukovic Case. He stated that those present considered themselves 
good Serbe but had failed to go out and kill this criminal. 

In regard to the gift of the American Church donated to 
the ibgoslav Church, WIT^T ^RAOWICH corolained that the 

Yugoslav Government did not e x ea yt this gift from the usual customs tax. A letter 
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to this of feet was sent out to the various church groups ani read to 
then and when this infomation vas received it aroused considerable 
dissatisfaction and vas exoladned as a novo on the part of the Yugoslav 
Government to persecute the church* 

"V Another Serb contact of Consul Vn c UTIC has been the Reverend 
vrw WISIOT of Lo^Anpeles* KhSUTIC, on 5, 1951*, told Consulate 
Stenorrapher VUKO : A Va\v : IL r » IC I to contact her father, the Reverend 
11.1^ ViflSIC^, at the Consulates expense to find out about his retirement, 
an* his plans to visit 'uposlavia. (T-2, 5/5/5U). QROlO^VtCWIC, President 
of the Serb Orthodox Church Courdtteej St* Sava, Los Angeles, in late April 
1951* told ;v*£0TIC that the Reverend ill IKO 'AJI^ICH wa6 to retire from the 
church and return to Yugoslavia* (T-i, lx/27/Sh)* 

The Reverend in May* 1951* advised XOSUTIC that he expected to 
arrive in Colorado June 9, 1951* at which time he planned to visit the 
jffctrliureh of the Serb (Orthodox Church to tall hla ; about the Reverend 
SIIOLAJ who had mmd * an unfriendly position* KOSUTIC advised 
his Government of the expected arrival of the Reverend ItlRJC? VUISICH 
and his expressed desire to meet \tith the Yugoslav leaders* (T-l, 5/26/5U) 

Consul XOSUTIC sugnasted to the Reverend VUISICH 

that he should look up his relative D5JAj^\£Q£lIC at the*1fljdatry* * He said 
he was sure that this man woul 1 be glad to assist the Reverend during 
his stay in Belgrade* (T-2, 5A3/5UK

Among the contacts of aYSUTIC is KhIL P0SIS- a San Francisco 
Jugoslav* T-3 a 1 vised that the man is a friend of fV.wpOL’R, who is 
likewise a friend of KOCHTIC. Consul General RAPO m.COTC told 
T-3 that he did not trust either of these men as both apoeared pro- 
Tito ani he considered them to be pro-Co rdnforra* 

i*T SPOI/SR once told RAID IVAJ^COTC that he had been active 
in the Coimnist Party in Pennsylvania and he was sure that the FBI knew 
all about him so he vas not doirv 7 anything political any wore* T-3 
said RAF3 IV^C^C believed that .^dEL POSIC was not associated with 
MAT in the Penns-'lvania activities* In any case RAID IVAIJCSTCC 

felt that both these men were "slippery* ” 










rE, & Mil?. KOSUTXC plaroed to drop. in <ttv the EOS 10. family on 
April 26, 195b for an unknown purpose* BMTL POSIC was at home during 
the day listening to the Mfr Carthy hearings* KOSUTIC thought the 
hearings were a comedy and SMIL POSIC sug' ested that tfeey:ba. alloyed 
to continue*..,. (T-2, 1/26/5^) 

At the beginning of Anril 1952i KOSUTIC was in Los Angeles, 
California* On April 15, 1952 a KOSUTIC stated that he had been in 
Los Angeles for the three previous weeks working on an Interesting 
Inheritance case where there was no will but many relatives were seeking 
shares, including an alleged adopted son who wanted to be nnmed 
administrator. None of the heirs live! iu Yugoslavia. (T-2, 1*A5/5U)* 

T-2 also advised that the case amounted to over £1QO>OOG .and 
involved the estote of a man named RADOVTCH. The efforts of KOSUTIC 
were in attempting to have the heirs residing in the United States agree 
to give a settlement of £55,000 to the heirs in Yugoslavia* As of 
April 3, 1?52 a these heirs in the United States had offered $2*0,000 
but this amount had been turned down by the Yugoslav Government in behalf 
of the Tugoslav heirs. (T-2, 5/V5U)« A Los Angeles attorney named 
JOHN J. FATISTICH was acting in behalf of the Yugoslav Government in this 
came* (T-2, bA/5U)* 

Uhile in Los Angeles, KOSUTIC accompanied a visiting Yugoslav 
offioial from Washington, O.C., namely Lt* General 1 T^U/j^BSXO 9 , the 

Yugoslav MUltaiy Attache* Lt* General 11ANILC LEXIC firstxame to 
San Francisco and then proceeded to Los Angeles, after which he intended 
to make a visit to Hew Orleans and move -back to Washington*^ T-6) 

XnruTtT attested unsuccessfully to contact CHA RL3S 5P 5LLHMI 
of Los Angeles v^ogardimg a studio visit for the Gaoled • Although 
unable to make tills contact, ' , he did arrange for N.iSA MUICK^ a 

Jugoslav businessman of Huntingvon Park, California, to meet the General 
at the airport and show him around town* The General planned to stay 
at the Mayflower Hotel while in Los Angelas* (T-2 li/2/5U)* 

Also while 5jO£UTIC was in Los Angeles, the Yugoslav Film 
representative, OBR^yQXOSC^VIC, asked him to meet with the 

Western field represenStive of the AxserlcaxWewish Congress, lEnd a man 
named / - SSLIMOVIC* KOSUTIC stated that he could only tell these people 
that OBibiD GLUSCSVIC was the President of the Jadran Films and nothing else 
because he actually knew nothing else about the man* (T-2, h/3/5h)^ 
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While In Los Angeles* T-2 said KOSUTIC stayed at the 
illvell Hotel* Before going to Los Angeles* RAID IVAMCBVTC had 
.e following items for KOSUTIC to handle when he was in Los Angeles:

also concerning JURJ^VRAMEYC who was in jail* 

The Consulate would agree to forward any appeal to the 
igoslav Government* .

KOSUTIC was interested in all phases of estate matters* Previously 
Lt was reported that the Consulate considered it had suffered a bad setback 
In the ARBULIC Case which held that reciprocity in estates had not existed 
>e tween Yugoslavia and the United States at the time of the death of the 
possessor of the estate and hence ho mmaf could be sent to Yugoslavia* 
hiring the period of this report the case known as the case was 

telded and held that reciprocity would exist* This decision was presented 
to KOSUTIC and he lirtnediately wanted to call a conference of the Vest Coast
